ALLOWANCE 
Withdrawn Finality 

This Office Action is in response to the Appeal Brief filed January 4, 201 1 . Upon 
further reconsideration of the previous rejections, the Examiner has withdrawn the 
finality of the last Office Action. 

Status of Previous Rejection 

The 35 U.S.C. 1 12 second paragraph rejection of claims 9 - 15 has been 
withdrawn in view of the amended claims filed October 8, 2010. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1 , 4, 9, 
1 2, 1 6, and 1 9 are allowed. The closest prior art of record of JP 2001 -226722 (JP 722) 
does not teach the independent claim 1 combination of the method steps of adding a 
magnesium starting material to the melt where the Mg starting material comprises 
elemental Mg or Mg 2 Ni, keeping a pressure inside the melting furnace of 350-500 Torr, 
or that the temperature of the melt of REM-Ni alloy at the addition of the Mg starting 
material is 1250-1 400 °C. Rather, JP '722 discloses that the Mg starting material is a 
REM-Mg alloy and teaches that it is not preferable to add Mg metal or Mg 2 Ni directly to 
an elevated temperature molten metal because a large amount of Mg will evaporate. In 
order to overcome this negative effect, the instant method is performed at a pressure of 
350-500 Torr to avoid Mg evaporation. It would not have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to combine the method steps of substituting the Mg starting 
material of a REM-Mg alloy of JP '722 with either elemental Mg or Mg 2 Ni, adding the Mg

starting material to the REM-Ni alloy melt at a temperature of 1250-1 400 °C, and 
performing the method at a pressure of 350-500 Torr. Therefore, the instant claims 1 , 
4, 9, 12, 16, and 19 are patentably distinct from the prior art.
